To- 
day as Jodoin was leaving a saloon Ar- 
nold began shooting. 
Jodoin turned, 


drew a revolverxand took deliberate 
aim. His pistol missed fire four times 
but the fifth attempt was successful 
and Arnold fell shot through the abdo- 
men. 
Ho died thirty minutes later.

VAQUIROS CAPTURED 


FOUR OF WILD ELK 


HEAR BAKERSFIELD. 


BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 14.—The second 


attempt of the year to transfer a drove 
of wild elk from the ranoh of Miller 
and Lux, a few miles from ^his city, to 
the Sequoia park,, was made this morn- 
ing nnd as a result five big bucks were 
captured with lariats anil are now on I 
the way to the park in pood condition. 
About forty vaqiieros from all portions 
of the valley are engaged in lassoing 
the elk. Koderiguez, head vaqnero for 
the land company, captured the first 
elk and had his shoulder dislocated be- 
fore he succeeded in throwing the big 
animal. 
About a year ago the first 


attempt was made to round up tlie Elk, 
which for years past have made the 
country in the vicinity of Button Willow 
their feeding ground. Two were trans- 
ferred to the park at that time. The 
work will be continued tomorrow. 


WONDERFUL SPEED 


MADE BY ADrOS 


FRENCH MACHINE WON THE RACE 


ON LONG ISLAND. 


Made Two Hundred and Eighty-three 


Miles In Less Than Mile a 


Minute. 


NEW YORK, Oct.. 14.—A French ma- 


chine driven by Hcmery won the inter- 
national automobile race for the W. K. 
Vanderbilt Jr., cup on the Mineola, L. I., 
course today. Hemery covered the dis- 
tance, 283 miles, in four hours, thirty- 
six minutes and. <jight seconds, or seven 
Tninntes better'tJaait,.a mile R minute 
•peed. Heath, who won last year's race 
in the American car, -drove a French 
car this year and was second. Tracy, 
in an American machine, was third, and 
Lancin, in r/i Italiiyi car, was fourth. 


Lancia led up to the time ho was in 


collision on the eighth round. His driv- 
ing for the first seven rounds of the 
course was most sensational., liis time 
being far inside the mile a minute mark. 
There were sever/ accidents during the 
race, but fortunately no one was killed. 
One machinist was taken to a hospital 
with a rib fraetiired in a collision. . 


Tlie. elapsed times of the four leaders 


at the .finish were Hemery 4:36:08; 
Heath 4:30:30; Tracy 4:5S:26; Lancia 
5:00:31. 


There were nineteen starters nnd they 


were sent away at one minute intervals. 
Jenatzy, driving a 120 horse power ma- 
chine, went away'first, amid cheers and 
salutes, and he was followed closely by 
Duray. 
Dingley, the favorite of the 


Americans at the elimination races sev- 
eral weeks ag.o was next, but he with- 
drew early in the day. Lancia was the 
favorite today and he led every round 
up to the end of the seventh, when he 
had made 108.1 miles in 1C9 minutes and 
52 sceonds.

TEUTONS.WANT 
BIG NAVY FOR 


PROTECTION. 


Revelations as to England's Readiness 


to Jump in Hare Stirred the 


Nations, 


PARIS, Oct. 14.—Public opinion has 


been wrought up during the past week 
by alleged revelations of Great Britain's 
readiness to invade Germany on behalf 
of Prance. These revelations, following 
the Franco-German s controversy 
over 


Morocco and the open declaration of 
Prince Von 'Buelow, the German im- 
perial chancellor, favorable to a Russo- 
Gerinan rapprochment, created a feeling 
•that France was the center of danger- 
ous enmities and coalitions. 


Although the alleged disclosures did 


not receive the slightest official recog- 
nition, they became the theme for dis- 
cussion throughout Europe and the inti- 
mations that former Foreign Minister 
Delcasse was responsible for. them led 
to violent attacks against ' him; one 
journal going so far as to accuse him of 
treason. 
Delcasse's repudiation of the 


reports, followed by the 
semi-official 


note of Friday, saying that "the pxib- 
lishcit reports upon fhe incidents ac- 
companying the resignation of Delcasse. 
and notlfWy the details regarding the 
cabinet council preceding his resigna- 
tion arc inexact/' pricked the sensa- 
tional bubble. 
But it had none the 


less served to excite intense political 
bitterness in higher 
circles and dis- 


closed 
the 
sensitiveness 
of French 


statesmen to the maneuvers of vari- 
ous European powers to readjust their 
ententes at the expense of France. 


From the mass of contradictory reve- 


lations anf denials the fact stands ottt 
that the Morocco controversy took Ger- 
many and France dangerously near the 
verge of wur, and that Great Britain, 
while not officially promising military 
aid, stood ready to give France her 
loyal support. 
The bitterness aroused 


by the incident is indicated by the call- 
ing of a special meeting of the asso- 
ciation of the Parisian press for Octo- 
ber IS, to consider charges made that 
certain journals are under the influence 
and in the pay of foreign governments. 


BERLIN, Oet. 14.—The disclosures in 


France of alleged .British. offers .of alli- 
ance against Germany are so thorough- 
ly believed here that the powerful naval 
league, with its 600.000 members and 
all the apparatus of ngitatjon, is already 
moving for a new naval program that 
shall further increase 
Germany's de- 


fensive resources against Great Britain. 
Popular distrust of Great Britain has 
naturally swollen to great proportions 
and tne semi-official denials in London 
can scarcely overcome the convictions 
now foimeci that Germany has had a 
narrow escape from a war which, al- 
though she would have been victorious 
on land, would have resulted in her be- 
ing crushed at sea and damaged along 
the coast, with the consequent destruc- 
tion of her over-sea commerce. 
The 


events of the last four months have 
silenced the opponents of a naval in- 
crease except the Socialists and Radi- 
cals. 


While time nnd money beyond Ger- 


many's resources M-ould be necessary to 
equa'l Great Britain's present navy, not 
to speak of her future buildings, yet 
tb« feeling is that Germany must, for 
defensive reasons, build as many more 
sihips as the country's finances will bear, 
'me government some months ago de- 
cided to introduce in the reiehstag a, 
measure substituting 
large for small 


cruisers in the authorized naval -pro- 
'srtim.t 
Whether the government will 


increase the recommendations beyond 
this or not is not yet knov,-n.

PINKERTON CHARGES

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—William A. Pink- 


erton declared today that. Pat Crowe. 
the alleged kidnaper of Edward Cudahy, 
.«r.. was suspected of complicity in 'a 
well organized plot to kidnap and hold 
tor ransom of $50,000 the child of n 
prominent Xe\v York railroad magnate. 
The nuujp of the magnate was refused 
by llnkcrton but he considered the 
plot of siirlieicnt importance to notify 
the railroad mun.

DAMAGE TO STREETS 


SPEKCBB WOCTD XJMXT HEAVY 


IBAMIHQ 


As Too Many Sta»et» AM Cut TJp—I

Street Superintendent Spencer is in 


favor of the passing of an ordinance 
whereby certain streets shall be desig- 
nated as the roadway for heavy teams 
from points in the country to city mar- 
kets and points of shipment. 


"The streets of the city are for the 


most part ia fair condition," he said^ 
''but such an order would greatly im- 
prove them. There is no need of hav- 
ing all the asphalted streets lent up by 
heavy teaming. It couM be directed 
that heavy loads from any given direc- 
tion should come in t.o various parts of

The work of cleaning I and J streets

The cost 
has been about $25 to the block, about 
one-third of the cost of oiling.

PAKIS, October 10.— In the course 


of a notable interview in the Echo de 
Paris, Lcou Sheshun, the new Chinese 
minister, refers to the re-awakening of 
China and 
endeavors 
to dispel 
the 


fears" of a "yellow peril/' pointing out 
that China considers the plow to 
be 


nobler than tho sword. Ho admits that 
a reorganization of the forces is under 
consideration, but says it is a purely 
defensive measure and refutes the re-

Whistler's technique was peculiar to

produce colors as they are seen in na- 
ture and he 'transposed them into a 
lower and darker key. He accomplish- 
ed this by painting in flat tones and 
by reducing forms to mere silhouettes, 
which in the breadth of their effect rx-- 
call Velasquea.

They have the 
charm of mystery and slowly mako 
thefr way Into one's Inner conscious- 
ness. 
Their color values are delicate 


and seem to be full of veiled sugges- 
tion. 
And above all else, their pic- 
tures have that, haunting indecisive 
music which emanates from the paint- 
ings of Cazin and Chavennes. 


The work of these three men bears a 


striking resemblance. It is difficult for 
the layman to separate them, ar.d yet 
each of them has a, distinct individ- 
uality. 
Theodore Scott Dabo, the 'younger 


brother, who has lately met with great 
success in Paris, is the true genius of 
the trio. He has a marvelous sense for 
color and he is never happier than 
when he stands before a. canvas, trying 
to Invent a new harmony in emerald 
green and blue, in gray atid silver, or 
in yellow and pale gold. He seems to 
have al! possible color combinations at 
his fingers' ends. He Improvises with 
color, as a musician with harmonies on 
some 
instrument. 
With 
Theodore 


Scott Dabo color becomes 
musical. 


Science has long assigned to every 
sound its color, and it seems as if these 
colors, invisible to the ordinary eye, 
have attained actual life in Dabo's 
canvases. 
His peculiar 
talent has 


found ready recognition in Paris; sev- 
eral of the .leading critics have favor- 
ably commented on his work. Rodin, 
the great French sculptor, takes an In- 
terest in him, and painters like Amen 
Jean and Casslere predict a, great fu- 
ture for him. 


Leon Dabo has chiefly elaborated the 


scientific side of this new style 
ofj 


painting. He has gone extensively into 
the study of optics and Japanese art. 
For many years he earned a living for 
his brother, as well as for his family, 
as a decorative painter and previous to 


that as an ordinary house p-Inter. It 
was during this period that the idea 
came to him that the technique of 
modern painting needed simplification. 
The technique of the house painter is 
the correct one, he says, even today. 
"Mix 
your color to the right tint and 


put It down." He Insists that a painter 
should know scientifically what he is 
doing and not try haphazard for ef- 
fects. The result of wielding the brush 
and paint should not be now a vic- 
tory and now a failure, now a,"hit" 
and now a "miss," but rather a suc- 
cession of triumphs. Leon Dabo is by 
far the best technician of tho three. 
He is an excellent draftsman and ap- 
plies his colors with astounding pre- 
cision, but his color schemes arn not 
as free and a.s fluent as those of his 
brother. He is a trifle too scientific in 
his methods. 


Oscar H. von Gottschalck Is tho most 


practical of this little clan, and It Is 
largely duo to his efforts lhat the Dabo 
brothers have come to the front. He 
is a man of wide experience, anJ his 
pictorial vision Is therefore less ab- 
stract and more real than that of his 
two confreres. 
He is apt to pursue a 


certain poetic thought or idea in each 
of his pictures. He is not satisfied with 
merely painting a plain under such 
and sucrh light conditions, but prefer*) 
to set himself, the taek of expressing 
the Immensity of the plain. 


To sum up the talents of these thrco 


men one might say that Theodore Scott 
Dabo paints the memory of scene* that 
he may have actually encountered or 
merely sec-n in his Imagination. 


Leon Dabo translates the aspects of 


nature into visions, with a preference 
for scientific problems and opticail il- 
lusion, while von Gottschalck endeav- 
ors to make his picture a poetical in- 
terpretatlo^. 
The younger Dabo ap- 


plies color simply and purely for color'* 
sake to convey the musical selection in- 
herent In color harmonics, the older 
brother tries to express the scler:- 
Uflc juxtaposition of colors, and their 
disciple and admir«r, Ouuar H. vou 
Gottschalck, loves colors for theit- po- 
etical suggestion.
